In the Claims : 

The claims have been amended as follows: 

4. (Amended) The anisotropic scattering film according to [any 
of Claims 1 to 3] Claim 1 , wherein the gas permeability of the 
micro-porous film is 5 to 5,000 sec/JOOcc • cm 2 . 

5. (Amended) The anisotropic scattering film according to [any 
of Claims 1 to 4] Claim 1 , wherein the ratio of the major axis to 
the minor axis (major axis/minor axis) is 3 to 30. 

6. (Amended) The anisotropic scattering film according to [any 
of Claims 1 to 5] Claim 1 , obtainable by polymerizing a 
polymerizable substance filled in the micro pores. 

7. (Amended) The anisotropic scattering film according to [any 
of Claims 1 to 6] Claim 1 , wherein the substance in the micro pores 
is an anisotropic substance. 

10. (Amended) The anisotropic scattering film according to 
[any of Claims 7 to 9] Claim 7 , wherein the anisotropic substance 
is a liquid crystal. 
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12. (Amended) A liquid crystal display comprising a liquid 
crystal panel having a polarizing plate at least on the front 
surface side, the anisotropic scattering film described in [any of 
Claims 1. to 11] Claim 1 , a light guide, and a reflection plate or 
a diffuse reflection plate piled in this order, wherein the 
transmission axis of said liquid crystal panel and the transmission 
axis of said anisotropic scattering film are approximately 
parallel .
